5. DURING THE NIGHT OF OCTOBER 27, THE OUTSIDE MIRROR WAS 
REMOVED AND EMBLEM WAS REMOVED FROM THE CAR OF SECRETARY- 
ARCHIVIST DAVID FERGUSON, WHILE THE CAR WAS PARKED IN THE EMBASSY 
PARING LOT AT DEVYATINKSY PEREULOK. 

6. DURING THE NIGHT OF OCTOBER 31, EMBLEMS WERE STOLEN FROM 
THE CAR OF FIRST SECRETARY JAMES WILKINSON WHILE THE CAR WAS
